ELVINA TOST 

Accidentally shot in the abdomen 
by a .22 bullet from a rifle held by 
her brother, Ernest, 11, Elvina Tost, 
5, died at her home south-east of 
Wetaskiwin Saturday. Death came 
within two hours after the accident. 

Reminded by his grandfather to 
empty the shells from his rifle. the 
boy expelled two shells from the 
magazine, closed it, and then pulled 
the trigger. There was a shell in 
the breech and the bullet hit the 
girl in the abdcmer as she ran 
around the corner of the home. 

Constable Crouch and the coroner, 
Dr. A. S. McColgan, arrived just be- 
fore the girl died. 

Bric Tost, the father, was away 
hunting at the time and the mother,

What is it that makes our M.P.’s 
and M.L.A.’s carry on early and late, 
as well as the rank and fiile of the 
U.F.A. movement?

Frank Rossiter gave 
enlightening address at the 
weekly luncheon of the Kiwanis club 
on Tuesday evening, taking as _ his 
jeubsect Prophylactic Medeine. He 
stated that disease cannot be prevent- 
ed, but the people can go a long way 
fo that end. He referred to the 
achievements of the xreat scientist 
Louis Pasteur. who found by research 
work that fermentation was caused 
by’ germs. He also found the germ 
that was destroying the silk industry, 
as well as the cause of hydrophobia 
in dogs. There is a reaction when 
the germ gets into the human body. 
Some persons are immune to certain 
diseases: others require something to 
stimulate the elements in the body, 
while others require something ‘to 
combat the inroads of the disease. 
Vaccination, which was introduced 
by a man named Jenner in 1789, has 
gone a leng way towards preventing 
certain diseases. such as smallpox, 
typhoid fever and diphtheria. Vac- 
cine is so carefully made today that 
there is no danger of transmitting 
diseases. The doctor also referred 
very isterestingly to the experiments 
made with anti-toxins. When a per- 
son is ailing it is imyportant that there 
be an early and correct diagnosis, 
proper and sufficient treatment, and 
co-operation between the people and 
the doctors.

OCEAN AIRPORTS 

Long the blue-printed dream of an 
imaginative inventor and his associ- 
ates, construction of a chain of sea- 
drome ocean docks across the Atlan- 
tic may soon become a reality under 
the NIRA. 

The Seadrome Ocean Dock Corpor- 
ation, formed to translate into actual- 
ity the plans of B. R. Armstrong, the 
seadrome inventor, has applied to the 
Federal Public 
ticn for a $30,000,006.00 loan for the 
construction of five seadromes. 

Claiming its revolutionary project 
is now a feasible ad practical ven- 
ture the Seadrome Corporation as- 
serts granting of the loan would put 
10,000 men back to work in 30 days, 
and would create a demand for 125,- 
000 tons of steel. 

The seadreme or floating ocean air- 
port was first conceived by Arm- 
strong in 1913, while he was striving 
to develop some safe methed for 
trans-oceanic air travel. Under pres- 
ent plans the seadromes would be 
strung across the ocean at intervals 
of about 45 miles to provide safe 
landing places for planes. 

An open work structure of 
and steel, the seadrome is 1225 fec: 
in length and about 300 feet w’ 
Its principal characteristic is a h @ 
aeroplane landing deck, recta 
in shape, with narrow ends much 
like that of the landing deck of a 
naval aeroplane carrier. 

Huge buoyancy tanks would main- 
the landing deck on even keel 
100 feet above the waterline while 
the gigantic seadrome itself re 
mains hitched to the ocean bed by 
steel cables attached to a 1560 ton 
reinforced concrete anchor. 

Because of its openwork 
construction sponsors claim 
drcme can withstand the buffeting 
of huge ocean waves which they 
explain will pass through the stream

where aeroplanes will come to rest 
and take off again will be service 
hangars, repair shops, weather bur- 
eaus, radio equipment, beacon lights 
and modern hotels. Passengers 
will be able to stop overnight at the 
seadrome hotels in the middle of 
the ocean where they can patron- 
ize restaurants, shops, beauty par- 
lors, theatres and gymnasiums. The 
seadromes will, also have stock ex- 
change branches and even fishing 
facilities. 

Use of the seadromes, according 
to its sponsors will not only elim- 
inate practically every vestige of 
danger and chance from trans- 
odeanic flying, but will make the At- 
lantic crossing a matter &f only 30 
hours at the most. 

Each seadrome a_ world in itself 
weighs 63,000 tons and will cost an 
estimated -6,000,000. Each of them 
will be manned by a resident per-

and in good marketable condition. 
BIRD OF “A” GRADE will bring the highest price. Weight will 
not be essential but quality will be everything. 


Tec get this grade it is necessary, first to have birds well fattened. 
Then, they must be properly handled and dressed. Before killing 
they must be well starved. This is very necessary as anything left 
in the crop may mean kaving the bird reduced to “C” grade. It 
is alright to give them clean drinking water, but absolutely noth- 
ing to eat for at least 24 hours. They must be dry picked, and 
all feather removed, except the fan on the wing. All other feath- 
ers must be off. Pin feathers must 2e carefully removed. 


WHEN KILLING, see that birds are properly bled. Do not hold 
the neck or hang a weight from it or do anything to obstruct the 
Weight may be hung from beak.
